Radio rip-off

WUTM is oil lo another living start leaving imagination and 
student input tiehuid The two problems which plagued the station 
last tear and were responsible lor the unimaginative programing 
which we had to listen to last tall and winter quarter are still 
there 1'he ante questions which were asked during the winter 
tune to tie asked now before the station tails into the same rut it 
was in during those two quarters The station is now an integral 
part ol t he new communications curriculum and will be used as a 
lab and classroom This means the station will be used to teach 
students production and advertising techniques along with the 
other essent nils ol broadcasting The station, when it is not in use 
as a classroom, is a contradiction to the whole concept ol a 
communications curriculum It lacks creativity, imagination, 
diversitv and is being run on a almost dictatorial basis by the 
students in managerial positions There are a number of 
questions w hich must he answered now . not in a week or two when 
the radio committee decides to meet il the stat ion is to he a viable 
|iart ol this campus 

One question which comes to mind and which is the result of 
student apathy more than anything else is the conflict of interest 
which exists on the Radio Committee, both the station manager 
and the program director (student appointee) are voting mem- 
tiers ol the committee.,This may not seem important to the aver¬ 
age student tiut it does have a definite effect on who is allowed to 
work at the station. It seems unusual that this committee should 
differ from the Publications ciiniinittee(there are no students 
from the Pacer staff who are voting members). This question 
however, musl tie worked out within the University bureacracy. 

'I'lie other questions are more concerned with the student input 
and the type ol programs to which many of us are forced to listen 
First why is the production, or al least the ideas used for 
production, limited to two individuals' 1 There are other people on 
this campus who are capable and Interested in producing I D.'s 
and other announcements necessary tor broadcast. Why are 
canned shows being used, particularly ones produced by the 
military ' 1 The line we have been fed belore is that these shows are 
a public service and also that airing them will impress the FCC. It 
seems strange that other college radio stations which have the 
same type of license as WUTM do not use canned programs but’ 
produce their own interest shows. The students on campus are 1 
capable ol producing high quality shows: the Rhi Mu Alpha 
Listening Hour and I he Marconi Experiment of last year are 
examples Special interest programs which cover the same areas 

as the canned show s could be produced by students involved in the 
communications curriculum. This would give them valuable 
experience besides altering programs which would not be hin¬ 
dered by an announcer trying lo sell something. 

The third question concerns the stall Why are two and possibly 
three ol the people already approved as stalf being allowed to 
work w ithout llieir third class radio operators license 7 Whv were 
two individuals told outright and a third given hints by the student 
manager that there would lx* no auditions like they had been told 
and no matter what they did they would not be members of the 
staff? All three of these individuals have their third class licenses 
and have prior experience at WI TM In lact two of these people 
probably had more air time spring quarter, at least at WUTM. 
than certain members of the managing stall 

These arc some ol the more disturbing questions we can ask 
about the radio slat ion What kind ol answers will we get 9 Will the 
individuals who are responsible tor these problems try and palm

the attitude that since they are appointed and have been approved 
they do not have to justify why things are done a certain way?

This type of creative input 
would give the University Community a high quality FM station 
which would satisfy the listening tastes of all involved, rather 
than a below average Top-40 oriented station.

The 
circuit is complete. Time for the 
assault to begin again. There’s 
been a lot of changes around 
here, that’s what one dean told 
me. Where? No hours for 
women. Fantastic, UTM has 
finally made it to the 1960’s, 
almost. There is still a long way 
to go. We, the students, have got 
to keep this University com¬ 
munity mobile, continually 
challenging and upsetting its 
status quo. We must show it that 
alternatives exist and that they 
will work if given a chance. 
There is nothing within the 
University which is above 
challenge and-or examination. 
The ideas and individuals which 
are most firmly entrenched are 
the ones which must be 
challenged most vigorously. 
The University Council has 
been running our social lives for 
too long. It is time that it should 
be replaced or have more 
students placed on it. Three is 
not enough. 

THE STUDENT IS an in¬ 
dividual and his or her presence 
on this campus is a revolution. 
These individuals should begin 
to question and sometimes 
overturn the values of the 
community in which they exist. 
This type of behavior is often 
the most constructive of all 
student behavior because it is 
an affirmation of the student’s 
right to exist individually in the 
collective university structure. 
The student’s obligation to the 
university is to present to it a 
vision of something that can be 
rather than what is, assuming 
the "can be” is based on a 
mutual respect for each other’s 
freedom. 

What kind of reaction can be 
expected from UTM students 
when confronted with the idea 
of working for change on this 
campus Apathywill be the most 

common; sure they’ll bitch 
about things but as long as they 
belong to the "right” social 
organization or group (freaks 


included)and the problenqis not 
really hasseling them why 
should they be bothered. This 
situation is beginning to change. 
An undercurrent of activism 
began to erode this apathy last 
spring. The highly controversial 
and hotly contested SGA 
election and the effort to change 
women’s hours are examples. 
How far are UTM students 
willing to go? I wonder what the 
administration and the 
University Council would have 
done if they had known that a 
group of girls were ready to 
destroy the sign-in and sign-out 
cards if the new rules had not 
been instituted. The actual 
attempt at violent change would 
most likely have failed. We all 
can see that the student 
uprisings of the 60’s did not 
bring change but repression. 
We have to apply pressure 
not only to the Administration 
but to the SGA as well. The SGA 
must not be allowed to even 
think about becoming com¬ 
placent or working for rather 
than with the Administration. 
This means not only the officers 
but the Senate and House as 
well (particularly the Senate 
which was totally ineffective 
last spring). They have to be 
made to realize that many 
students will not tolerate 
mistakes or the ineffective 
carrying out of elected or ap¬ 
pointed offices. We will be 
watching and waiting. 

IT'S GOING TO BE a year of 
change at UTM, peaceful and 
non-violent, but changing. 
Hopefully, it will be a year 
where more students will 
participate in bringing about 
the needed changes. A year 
where both students, ad¬ 
ministration and faculty will 
work together to make UTM the 
Pace-setting University it’s 
advertised to be, not only 
academically but socially. “The 
old get old and the young get 
stronger; it may take a week or 
it may take longer, they’ve got 
the guns but we got the num¬ 
bers. We’re gonna win; we’re 
taking over.” (Jim Morrison)

Book Review 

THE MISTRESS AND THE operations. 


MAFIA 

By ED REID 

(Bantam Books) $1.25 
paperback

Years of valuable resear¬ 
ching for a book too often are 
wasted with shoddy writing. 
Reid’s "The Mistress and the 
Mafia” is less than the quality 
of reading that the topic could 
have provided. Obviously, his 
main writing tool is a huge 
cliche. 

FORTUNATELY, once the 
reader sweats through the first 
two or three chapters, this true 
story of Virginia Hill, colorful 
courier for the Mafia-controlled 
syndicate, turns out to be a 
fairly interesting enlightenment 
on underworld crime 


Reid had one thing in his 
favor. Namely that fact is more 
colorful and exciting than 
fiction. No matter how its told, 
the Virginia Hill story from the 
time she came to Chicago 
during her teens and got in¬ 
volved with big-time racketeers 
lo the time she committed 
suicide, is one of the most 
glamorous biographies of this 
century. 

ASIDE FROM PURE EN¬ 
TERTAINMENT, the story 
offers interesting insight into 
the background of today's drug 
problem in the U.S. Virginia 
knew little about the filth that 
her organization was peddling, 
but the author believes the

encouraging teachers to involve 
their classes with the films. 
Some of the films can be related 
lo novels or periods of history 
studied in various courses. Dr. 
Andreas is enthusiastic about 
working these classics into the 
university curriculum, and 
about the tentative film 
schedule for this quarter. 

The purpose of the film 
festival is to introduce this 
community to high quality films 
and to bring about a better 
understanding of why films are 
what they are today and how 
they became that way. Most 
Americans don’t know what a 
good foreign film is, so through 
movies like “Blow-Up,” 
Vanguard will introduce the 
foreign classic. Some of the old 
greats such as Charlie Chaplin’s 
“The Gold Rush” and Griffith’s 
“Birth of a Nation” as well as 
some of the later greats will 
be shown here this year.

Much of the Fall Quarter 
registration turmoil was caused 
by graduating seniors and 
Pacer Project people according 
to Henry C. Allison, dean of 
admissions and records. 

Senior appointment cards and 
Pacer Project pre-pulled class 
card packets caused about 700 
more people to register the first 
day than would have ordinarily 
registered that day according 
tothe alphabetical listing issued 
by the Office of Admissions. As 
a result, over 3,000 students 
registered the first day of 
registration. 

The Curriculum Committee 
didn’t approve the idea of senior 
appointment cards that the 
Registration Committee had 
proposed until the Admissions 
Office had already mailed 
students an alphabetical listing 
of the order in which people 
were to register. Originally, this 
list represented an even- 
distribution of students 
throughout registration. 
Allowing seniors and Pacer 
Project students to move up to 
the first four hours of the first 
day, however, created chaos in 
the line at the Ballroom last 
Wednesday. 

“I thought about revamping 
the alphabetical listing after the 
Curriculum Committee passed 
the appointment card proposal, 
but I didn’t beca use I was afraid 


many students would get upset 
when they came to school and 
found they weren’t going to get 
to register according to the list 
we mailed them,” Dean Allison 
said. “That’s where we made 
our mistake.” 

Liberal Arts students 
registering the first day of 
registration faced another 
boring holdup when they 
reported to the Humanities 
Building to have their course 
outlines approved and found 
another unusually long, barely- 
creeping line. This was partly 
because Liberal Arts registered 
200 more students more than 
they ever had. The record- 
breaking enrollment in this 
department during the 12 hour 
registration was 1352. 

Also, Dr. Donald Caplenor, 
the new Dean of Liberal Arts, 
claims he was partly respon¬ 
sible for the bottleneck in the 
Liberal Arts Department. Not 
realizing how long the line was 
growing, Dean Caplenor claims 
he and his secretary were 
devoting too much time to the 
individual students. 

“Once it was called to our 
attention that the line had 
moved very little for the past 
half hour and that students were 
getting impatient and beginning 
to cut line, I brought in more 
help and began moving students 


through faster,” Caplenor 
explained. “We just didn’t have 
much time to devote to each 
student. Our registration 
totaled 1352 during the 12 hour 
period, and that just allows 
about two students per minute.” 

Total enrollment at the time 
this article was written was 4522 
not counting off-campus 
students according to Dean 
Allison. He estimated there are 
around 300 off-campus students. 

“There seems to be a marked 
increase in blacks and transfer 
students this quarter,” Allison 
claimed. “Registration will 
continue through Friday, 
September 29. We are hoping to 
have a total enrollment of 5000.” 

One of the reasons for the 
usual registration confusion, 
according to Allison, is that 
some students line up outside 
the Ballroom long before time 
to pick up their packets. Con¬ 
sequently, those who are ac¬ 
tually supposed to be in line 
have a harder time getting into 
the Ballroom to pick up their 
packets. 

Another common in¬ 
convenience during fall 
registration is the stuffiness of 
the non-atrcondltloned 
Fieldhouse. Allison hopes to 
have the pick-up area for class 
cards in one of the air con¬ 
ditioned buildings on campus by

Professional Physical 
Education Office Announces 
Proficiency Test Schedules 


Many UTM freshmen are 
participating in innovative 
programs specially developed 
to help them excel in their 
studies. One hundred fifty 
student-volunteers out of 700 
students taking Biology 1110 are 
enrolled in such a program. The 
program involves a special 
leaching method known as the 
.iudio-tutorial system, 
developed in 1961 at the Botany 
Department of Purdue 
University. 

"IT INVOLVES TIIE student 
working mostly on his own 
using tape recorders to direct 
study activity,” stated Dr. 
Jimmy Trentham, Chairman of 
he Department of Biological 
Sciences. The tape recorder 
erves as the lecturer and a lab 
issistanl is available to help the 
student with any instructions 
given on tape concerning lab 
activity. 

Except for a one-hour weekly 
lecture to the students in 
groups, the students pace their 
own study, programmed 
weekly. A superior student, self- 
paced. possibly might complete 
a week’s work in one hour, 
whereas another student might 
lake the full week to complete 
his period of study. The lab is 
open forty hours a week for the 
student’s convenience. 

AFTER TIIE WEEKLY 
segment has been completed, a 
25-question objective test is 
administered. A student may

Architectural 

University of Tennessee 
President Edward J. Boling 
recently announced the em¬ 
ployment of 12 Tennessee ar¬ 
chitectural firms to design and 
supervise construction of 13 UT 
building projects costing a total 
of $21 million. 

NINE OF TIIE projects are at 
Knoxville, one at Chattanooga, 
two at Martin and one at Oak 
Ridge. They will be financed 
largely by appropriations made 
by the 1972 legislature, sup¬ 
plemented in some cases by 
federal grants and others 
through the sale of bonds to be 
amortized by revenue¬ 
producting structures. 

Boling said the 13 architects 
have been approved by the 
State Building Commission and 
he has told UT’s campus 
planning and architectural staff 
to move ahead on the projects 
as rapidly as possible. 

DR. JAMES E. Drinnon Jr., 
executive assistant to President 
Boling and administratively in 
charge of Physical plant 
development, said “the dollar 
allocation designated for each 
of these 13 projects must 
provide for architectural fees, 
equipment and contingencies as 
well as for the actual costs of 
construction or renovation of 
the building.” 

Three architectural firms will 
be associated in a joint venture 
to design and supervise con¬ 
struction of four peojects at 
Knoxville - a Life Sciences 
Building costing $6.8 million, a 
nursing building ($1.65 million), 
a student health services

to the existing plant, a new 
stack with pollution control 
equipment, and additional 
steam lines across the campus. 
Open ditches may constitute a 
safety hazard during the con¬ 
struction period. Bids will be 
received on the the project on 
October 12. 1972. 

A new 110,000 square foot, 
thre-story building will be built 
to house the Schools of Home 
Economics and Education and 
the Department of Nursing. It 
will be located at the northeast 
corner of the quadrangle, south 
of Freeman Hall. Bids on the 
approximately three million 
dollar structure will be received 
October 24, 1972 and the com¬ 
pletion date will be about 
September 1, 1974. Freeman 
Hall will be razed either before 
or after construction of the new 
building 

AN ENTIRE PHYSICAL 
education complex including 
classrooms, offices, outdoor 
and indoor laboratories, a 
track, a swimming pool, 36 
tennis courts, and an 8,000 seal 
convocation center will be built 
near the site of the new gym. 
The project will require 30 to 40 
acres of land. Existing facilities 
at the site also will undergo 
some remodeling. The project 
will be under contract by June 
30. 1973. Facilities of the 
Physical Education Depart¬ 
ment were expanded during the 
summer when six new tennis 
courts were paved at the old 
gym. 

Improvements have also been 
made in other buildings. The 
Sociology Building and Paul 
Meek Library have been 


remodeled to provide for shop 
and classroom space. 

BROWNING HALL, used in 
the past as an athletic dor¬ 
mitory, now has been 
designated for academic use. 
The School of Business 
Administration is currently 
programming some of the space 
for their use. Many of the offices 
and classrooms of the Depart¬ 
ment of Biological Sciences, 
along with the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education office, have 
teen moved to Browning Hall. 

Some offices have been 
shifted in the Humanities 
Building. Room 216, formerly 
the State Department of 
Education office, has been 
remodeled to provide offices for 

the Dean of the School of 
Liberal Arts and for the 
Director of Educational 
Development and Liberal Arts 
and for the Director of 
Educational Development and 
Research. To provide space for 
Venture Fund activities, the 
Pacer office, formerly located 
on the first floor, has teen 
moved to the second floor 
faculty lounge. 

PARKING AREAS on the 
campus also have been ex¬ 
panded. The staff area of the 
Humanities parking lot has 
been expanded by 35 spaces and 
the remainder will be zoned for 
residents of Clement and 
Atrium Halls only. The 
Browning Hall parking lot has 
been rezoned to provide 35 staff 
spaces and the remainder for 
commuters. The staff area of 
the stadium parking lot also will 
be expanded.
